It is needless, almost, to point out that if there had been 
no difference of opinion over what the facts meant, the 
editorial need never have been written, 
Sensible Point 

One of the most logical statements at the meeting came 
from Ralph Urich, when he pointed out that the end of the 
water shortage problem is that time when the plans for 
use of the Merrimack have been translated into action, 


Consulting engineer Joseph Lawlor said construction pro- 


bably would take two years but the report will be ready 


this October. Thus it is obvious that the BPW, moving 
with sensible speed, could logically expect to put this 
matter before a late fall town meeting — and if we judge 
the temper of the community well, it will be approved. The 
two years’ construction period could be dated from about 
the first of the year, if this action is taken, 

Thus, as Mr. Urich pointed out, we are not discussing 
the water problem in terms of what will happen five, 10 or 
15 years from now without added supply — we are talking 
about a two-and-a-half year period. 

That pre-supposes that the BPW won't dawdle over con- 
sidering the engineering report on using the river, once 
it is in hand. 

Conclusions From Facts 

Now let us consider some conclusions — based on facts 
contained in the Weston and Sampson report of 1945 and 
on some simple arithmetic, as well as on some statements 
at the meeting Monday night. 

Mr. Lawlor said the bottom half of the water supply in 
the pond — 500,000,000 gallons of water — can’t be used 
by the town. Pumping problems, location of the in-take 
and pumping algae into the system were cited as reasons. 

He said the 1.3 million gallon safe yield mentioned in 
all reports on this subject does not mean that the pond re- 
covers this much water from the watershed daily — actual- 
ly, he said, nothing runs into the pond now, in this period 
of extreme drought and whatever might run in is gone 
again in evaporation and is of no use in considering the 
available water supply. 

Let us consider this, drawing what conclusions we can 
from the facts. 

The in-take pipe is 14 feet below the normal water 
level — or some nine feet below the present level of the 
pond, You can’t pump right down to the in-take pipe be- 
cause at some point before that, a swirl is created by the 
suction and air might get into the in-take along with 
water. That would destroy the effectiveness of the pump. 
However, it seems logical to assume that you might pump 
down to within five feet of the in-take without danger — 
or another four feet below the magic 72 inches. That re- 
presents, at a minimum, about 240,000 gallons of water 
that we believe is available before any danger arises. 
Sate Yield Statistics 

Let’s look at the safe yield figures — for even though 
we are not engineers, it is obvious that something is 
happening at the pond ~— something that appears to con- 
tradict Mr. Lawlor. 

If nothing is flowing into the pond at all — and if any 
chance flow is equal to the evaporation — then we must

represented by a comparable decrease in the water level, 
According to the figures, a foot decrease in the level is 
equal to approximately 65,000,000 gallons gone. 

We ask you to follow this carefully: 


If nothing at all comes into the pond — and the town 
uses an average of two million gallons daily — it would 


take 30 days for the pond to drop one foot. The level now 
is close to 60 inches. One foot drop, then, would place 
the pond at 72 inches below normal — the point Mr. Law- 


lor said represents the stopping point for pumping. It is 


the point where half-a-billion gallons of water are left in 
the pond, 

We have concluded, from the facts, that it would be 
safe to pump four feet below this level or within five 
feet of the in-take pipe (which is nine feet below the hal f- 
way point). Four feet represents, aS we have said before, 
at least 240,000,000 gallons of water. At the rate of two 
million gallons daily, it would take 120 days to use this 
amount, 

Thus we have a 30-day supply (at two million gallons 
daily) before reaching the half-way mark and another 120 
days supply before reaching a danger point in relation to 
the in-take pipe. 

That adds up to 150 days or five months, with nothing 
coming into the pond at all. 

These figures seem so obvious to us that it is difficult 
to understand how they can be contradicted or denied. 
Now Get This 

Last Sunday afternoon it rained one inch, according to 
the Essex Company measuring devices. The pond level 
was raised one inch, town officials stated. 

At the same time, the town used 1,040,000 gallons of 
water. Why, if nothing is running into the pond from the 
watershed, did the pond level increase by the exact a- 
mount of rainfall? Why didn’t the pond level fall a little? 

We must conclude that some water is running into the 
pond from the watershed, otherwise there would have been 
less than an one-inch net gain from the rainfall. It would 
have been increased by the total rainfall, less the amount 
pumped, if nothing else is running into the pond from any 
source, 

It would that at 
1,040,000 gallons ran into the pond from somewhere that 


appear, from these figures, least 
day so that the level held steady by itself — then was in- 
creased by the exact amount of rain that fell. 

If this is true, and, we must say, it appears to be, then 
the 150 days of safe pumping with no water added to the 
pond can be considered a minimum figure — because ob- 
viously the pondis getting some water from the watershed, 

If the town used four million gallons a day, we would 
have half the days available or 75 — without considering 
the water obviously running into the pond from somewhere. 

And we recognize that the Abbot lest well, pumping 
more than 3U0,V00 gallons into the system daily, will help 
considerably. If the town demands four million gallons 
daily, then that 300,000 gallons can be subtracted from 
the amount that must be taken from the pond. 

It all works out to this conclusion: 

There is ample water available, with none coming from 
anywhere at any time, for 75 days — or two-and-a-half 
months, 

By that time, the Ballardvale test well could be tied 
in. It was said Monday that the job would take two 
months. A report, with recommendations, will be received 


from the engineers in one week, 


Call The Meeting Now 


If a special town meeting is called promptly — right 
now — it could not possibly be in session before that 


report has been received by the BPW, But it would be in 
session within a few days of receiving the report — and 
the BPW could ask for the money necessary to tie in this 


well. If the BPW waits to call the meeting until it reads 


and re-reads the report, we may lose precious days — even 
weeks — of time.
